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London, April 24. 
Count Marfigli’s Vindication continued. 


Hen ir too plainly appear’d the Enemy had de- 

termin’d to attack Brifac, the Count of Arco 
forbore to oppofe the laft Efforts I made to difpofe all 
things for defending the Place as well as was poffible; 
and doing the Duty of an Ingenier my felf, I mark'd 
out the Mines, the propereft Places for planting Can- 
non, &c. tho’ all chis Pains was ufelefs, for want of 
Gunners, Bombardiers, and Miners. I appointed the 
Burgo-Mafters their feveral Pofts, and gave them in 
Charge to forward the Works, And notwithftand- 
ing all this, in feveral Days nothing was done. 

To fupply the Want of Artillery, I ask’d the Cap- 
tain of the Arfenal for fome double Harquebuffes, of 
which I was affur’d a few Daps before he had a great 
Number ; but he had none. Nay, when cowards 
the end of the Siege the Garrifon demanded Flints for 
their Firelocks, and fome new Mufquets, Anfwer 
was madethere was not one Mufquet nor fo much 
as one Flint: Which I was extremely troubled to 
hear. 

Mean Time being unable with all that could pof- 
fibly be done, to ftop the Progrefs of the Enemy, 
who got Ground daily by their Saps, Bombs, and 
Batteries, it. was confequently impoiible ro hinder 
them from making themfelves Mafters of the Ditch. 

However, I reprefented to the Garrifon, that the 
Prince of Baden in his Letter of the 16th of Februa- 
ry, which had been made publick long before, expre- 
fly forbad the yielding up of the Place, except with 
Sword in Hand in the Breach ; and being my felf de- 
termin’d to-die in defending it, I drew up the 
Troops on the Breach which the Encmy had made, 
to fuftzin che Affault. 

Things ftanding thus, the 6ch of September in the 
Iiorning an Ordet from the Count of Arco was 
brought to me and 19 30 other Officers of the Garri- 
fon to repair to the Council, Whither being come, 
the Count of Arco communicated to us a Letter from 
the Prince ct Baden, dated June 30. 1703. being 
the fame whefein he acquainted us he could not Ict 
us have Cannon from Fribourg, which, as Ifaid be- 
fore, the Governour told me without fhewing me the 
Letter; But now it was read our to the Council, 
and in Subftance was as follows. : 
y BY the Relation fent to me the 21ft of this 
: Month, I'fee not only what Condition the Gar- 
‘ rifon of Brifac is in, but the Want there is of things 
* necefiary in the Place. To be plain, I cannot help 
* owning, in Confidence, to the Lieutenant General, 
‘ thar notwithftanding the earneft Reprefentations I 
‘ have often made to the Court, lameven my felf 
abandon’d, and withour any Snécour, infomuch that 
* fometimes I fied it difficult to fupply my own daily 
* Occations: And contequently I am lefs able to affift 
* you either with Money or any other thing neceffary, 
* So that you muft regulate your own Condué}, as your A- 
‘ bility and Zeal for the Service of our moft Auguft 
Mafter, firall prompt you when there Occafion. As 
* for the Cannon belonging to Brifac, and which are 
atprefent in Fribourg, Icannot permit the taking 
* of them from thence at this Juncture, becaufe in 
* all Appeatance they will be more wanted in Fri- 
bourgthanin Briface 


After the Reading of this ‘Letter, the Count of 


Arco addrefs'd himfelf to the Council, and obferv'd 
to them that it was a revocatory Letter of the above- 
{aid Order given by his Highnefs the 16th of Fe- 
bruary, to defend the Place to the laft Extremity. 
That accordingly he conceiv’d it was left to our 
Prudence to judge whether it was more advantagi- 
ous for his Imperial Majefty’s Service to preferve the 
Garrifon by Capitulating, or to expofe them to the 
manifeft Danger of perithing with the Lofs of the 
Place ; and therefore commanded every Officer to 
Vote, as his Con{cience fhould fuggeft to him, and 
upon Oath, what was to be done. Each cf them 
then, being fenfible of ihe linpoifibility ef preventing 
the Lofs of Brifac, they all unanimoufly concurr’d in 
the Opinion that it was «xpec:cnt for the Service ot 
the Empire to fave the Garrifon ar leaft. . 1 was to 
give my Voice the Jat bue one; and after having 
heard the Sentiments of 30 o:her Officers, contider- 
ing I had no particular Order, and that I was to 
govern my felf by thofe the Count of Arco had com- 
municated to me; after I had well examin’d the 
Duty, my Confcience and the Fidelity I bad {worn 
requir'd of me; I could not tefufe co concur in the 
general Opinion: Only I added, That if an honour- 
able Capitulation could not be obtain’d, we ought 
to die fighting. 

The Garrifon being march’d out through the 
Breach, with Drums beating, and Colours flying, 
the unhappy News of the Surrender of fo important 
a Place was carried to the Prince of Baden. The 
Vexatlon he conceiv’d at a Blow {fo terrible, and fo 
prejudicial ro the Houfe of Auftria, made him re- 
folve immediately to declare infamous the Count of 
Arco and me, with the whole Garriion, for haying 
all of us, as he fuppos'd, been wanting to our Duty ; 
and this he did, before he had heard the Report of 
General La Tour, whom he fent Exprefs to itformn 
himfelf truly of the Caufes and Circumiftances of the 
Surrender. 

The Report of General La Tour, after he had 
thoroughly inform’d himfelf of the whole Matter, 
was, that Brifac had been furrendred very honour- 
ably ; and being known to be a Man of Honour, 
*ris nor to be doubted if his Opinion were now 
ask’d of that Surrender, he would fay the fame thing. 
Norwithftandieg which, the Prince of Baden, with- 
out having any Regard to the Report of that Gentle- 
man, made Inftance to the Court of Vienna that we 
might be try’d by the Gemeene, which is a Court 
Martial compos’d of Officers and private Soldiers, -a- 
mong whom, to our Misfortune but few Officers, Sub- 
jects of the Empire were nominated, which is contra- 
ry to the common Cuftom. Thefe Delagates with- 
out troubling themfelves with the Report of Gen. La 
Tour, or communicating to the pretended Criminals 
the Depofitions of the Witneffes, proceeded witir ex- 


traordinary Precipitation to pronounce Serrence. 


*Tis obfervable however, that of thofe Dclagares 
fome were fo offended at the Irregularity of the Pro- 
ceedings againft us, that they retir'd our of the 
Court that they might have no Part in the Judgement 
thar fhould be pafs'd. This is'well known, efpecial- 
ly at Bregentz where we were tried. 

‘The Sentence tan thus, The 2 Generals the 
“Count of. Arco and the Count de Martighi; the 2 
* Collonels Ek and Tanner, 2 Lieurenane. Celldnels, 


‘4 Majors, 8 Captains, 8 Lieutenants, and 7 Enfigns, - 


all of the 4 Regiments of Baden, Bareith, Marfgli, 
and Gratz, having 13 Days after the Trenches —_

open’d fartendred the Important Town of Brilac to 
the Duke of Burgundy, without being able to fhew the 
leaft Want of things neceffary in the Place ; and with- 
out ftanding an Affault, contrary to all Expectation ; 
che Delagatcs appointed by his Iihperial Majefty, ha- 
*choroughly inform’d themfelves of whole Matter, 
* do unanimoufly ajudge, that the faid Count Philip 
* of Arco, Governor of the faid Town of Biifac, for 
‘ having acted not only moft expresfly againft the 


* Oath be rook, and the Arcicles of War, to him fuffi- © 


* ciently known, but likewife againft the pyfitive re- 
‘ jreraced Orders of the Prince of Baden Lieutenant 
* General, dated the 16th of February and the 18ch 
“ot May laft Year, that he thould fight to the lajt 
* Drop of Blood ; and laftly for not having made the 
Difpofitions neceffary for a vigorous Defence, nor pro- 
* vided the Place witl things neceffary; and for having 
‘abandon’d rhe Out-Works unneceffarily ; flall be 
* beheaded with a Sword, and his Eltare, one 4th ex- 
‘cepted, ihali be confifcated to pay the Charge of 
* che Proceds. 

- * General Marfigli, though according to the Ri- 
* gour. and Practice of the Laws of War he has de- 
‘ terv’d Death, and to be beheaded with a Sword, 
* for having been the next in Command to the Go- 
vernour, and for having been well acquainted with 
* fo pofitive an Order, and for giving his Vote and 
* Content to the Capiculation, which he ought by ail 
* Ways to have binder’d, for the Service ot his Iin- 
* perial Majefty, and for the Publick Good : How- 


ever, thall only be difimfsd; hall have his 

Sword broken, and be made uncapabie of ali Ho- 

nours and Employments ;* befides which, bis Bag- 
* gage thall be fold to pay the Charge of the Pro- 
cels. 

* The Baron Ek, being a Brigadier, and having 
* been the Occafion, both of holding the Council of 
* War, and alfo of the Refolution of fo {peedy a Ca- 
* pirulation, and having pesfwaded the Governour 
* co make ir, hall be ignominioufly broken, and ca- 
* fhier’d as infamous, and befides be fin’d 1000 Dol- 
* Jars, to go towards the Charge of the Procefs. 
* * Colonel Tanner, who lixewife confenced to fo 
‘ vile a Capitulation, and gave his Suffrage contrary 
* co direct Order as be well knew, fhall be pur out 
* from his Command, but his Honour fhall be fav'd, 
‘and be oblig’d to pay 1000 Dollars towards the 
* Expence of the Court. 

‘The 2 Lieutenant-Colonels: The 4 Majors: 
And the 8 Captains, aforemention’d ; fhall likewife 
* Jofe their Command (their Honour fav'd) and pay, 
“the Lieurenant Colonels 500 Dollars each, the Ma- 
*jors 300, and the Captains 100, towards the 
‘ Charge of the Procefs, and fhall all remain confin’d 
* till chey have paid the famte. 

‘The 8 Lieutenants, and 7 Enfigns, who gave 
‘their Voices againft the known Orders, fhaill be 
* cafhier’d without Difhonour, and be exempt froma 
Fine. 

* Asfor all the other Captains, Lieutenants, and En- 
* figns of the whole Garrifon, they fhal! purge them- 
‘felves by Oath, that they knew nothing of the Ca- 
‘pitulation, nor would ever have coniented to it, 
* And in Cafe they cannot or will not {wear this, they 
‘fhall ferve as common Sentinels 2 Months. And 
*cthofe that are cafhier’'d with Difhonour, and broken 
*by this Sentence, are further condemn’d to take a 
*folemn Oath that they will never ferve againft the 
‘Emperor, the Empire, or their Allies.
